Sitting It Out 


Voters may now conclude that the Republican 
Administration is trying to sit out the Nicaro 
nickel “influence” case until after the election. 

They can conclude this because Chairman 
Leonard W. Hall of the Republican National 
Committee has rejected an invitation to testify 
before a House investigating committee because 
he will be too busy until after the election. 

They can make the same conclusion from 
the manner:in which Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell has parked on important microfilm 
records of the Nicaro case for close to a year. 

And so the public can only wonder how far 
the Nicaro affair’ went in high Administration 
circles. Loh 

One witness is Randall Cremer, a retired vice 
president of Frederick Snare Corp. which finally 
won a federal contract for expansion of the 
Government-owned nickel plant in Cuba. Mr. 
Cremer made notes for his company on his deal- 
ings with the Government. The General Serv- 
ices Administration microfilmed his notes by 
mistake and sent the whole film to the Justice 
Department, which has refused to give it to any- 
body else. But recently copies of the film turned 
up elsewhere and the,House committee obtained 
them. ‘ 

These filmed notes indicate that in 1954 Mr. 
Cremer was trying to prove that his company 
was sufficiently Republican to merit a contract 
from a Republican Administration. He had a 
hard time proving it, as one memo suggests: 

Hall then asked for information re sup- 
,port of the (Republican) party. Went over 
this again, assured him we have no Demo- 
crats in the higher brackets and believe 
practically none in the lower... . 

Still Mr. Cremer had trouble, and further 
memoranda suggest that the problem of political 
clearance in general, though not necessarily the 
Nicaro case in particular, went all the way to 
President Eisenhower. For, the Cremer report 
says, Representative Richard M. Simpson, Penn- 
sylvania Republican, told him that the Repub- 
lican party leaders were angry because the Ad- 
ministration had not consulted the G.O.P. Na- 
tional Committee on major affairs. 

This caused a great stir and a meeting 
was called in the White House at which 
Cabinet and heads of bureaus were con- 
fronted with a group of key men from 
Congress who undertook to instruct them 
in the political facts of life. 

Fact one seems to be that good politics gets 
good contracts. Snare Corp. eventually did win 
the Nicaro contract along with another firm. And 
still Chairman Hall refuses to testify, Attorney 
General Brownell sits on the records, and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower himself has done nothing more 
than to “order” investigations which seem never 
to have been made. 

Shades of mink coats and refrigerators! A 
$43,000,000 public contract is at issue. Was it 
handed out as a political plum? For the correct 
answer, wait until after Nov. 6—if ever. 
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Anti-Smoke Law for County 

The St. Louis County Council is to be con- 
gratulated on the adoption of an anti-smoke or- 
dinance which will go into effect on next New 
Year's day. It applies only to the unincorporated 
areas of the county, but these are filling up with 
industries as well as homes. And the council's 
action may move those suburbs which have not 
yet protected their citizens against smoke and 
other forms of air pollution. 

One wonders, however, why the council did 
not more closely follow the model of the St. 
Louis anti-smoke ordinance. This has been so 
sensationally successful and so widely studied 
by municipal authorities all over the world that 
neighbors! tt*seemer~-should\be satisfied with 
nothing less. 

Yet the county ordinance exempts one- and 
two-family homes — just the buildings which 
might be expected to constitute most of its 
smoke-producers, although perhaps not the 
worst. The county also allows 10 minutes of 
heavy smoke in the hour even though the city 
has shown that a six-minute allowance is ample. 
Happily, ever greater reliance on other fuels 
than coal for the heating of homes makes these 
features less important than they would have 
been before the war. 

St. Louisans, having cleared their air long 
ago, can only be grateful for any move made 
by their neighbors toward this goal. Every such 
step reduces the possibility of having the city’s 
action marred by suburban inaction. — 
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Because It Makes Some Sense 

The United States Court of Appeals’ decision 
on Hell’s Canyon makes it increasingly evident 
that amendment of the Federal Power Act is 
necessary. This is so regardless of the outcome 
of the pending appéal to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Amendment should make the act crystal clear 
on what is meant by “comprehensive plan.” The 
definition should make it difficult to get a waste- 
ful plan like that of the Idaho Power Co. through 
the Federal Power Commission and impossible 
to get it through a court of appeal. This is par- 
ticularly so when all five members of the FPC 
who are passing judgment on private plans 
favored by the Eisenhower Administration are 
Eisenhower appointees. . 

Such an amendment was proposed in the last 
Congress by Senators Magnuson and Jackson 
of Washington, Senators Morse and Neuberger 
of Oregon, and Senators Murray and Mansfield 
of Montana, all from the Pacific Northwest 
region where the Hell’s Canyon dispute arises. 
As worded it is perhaps not perfect, as its spon- 
sors readily concede. But it is a good beginning 
on an attempt to delineate the objective stand- 
ards by which to judge whether or not a plan 
for the development of a river system is com- 
prehensive. 

In the case of Hell’s Canyon, the Court of 
Appeals properly does not attempt to arrogate 
to itself the FPC’s authority for decision. It 
only rules on whether that decision was taken 
within the framework of the authority vested 
in the FPC by Corgress. But in the absence of 
more specific criteria than the Federal Power 
Act now contains, the court rules: “On the whole 
record it cannot be said. . . that the judgment 
which it (the FPC) exercised had no basis in 
evidence and so was devoid of reason.” The 
court was much influenced by the fact that no 
alternative project for a Federal dam had been 
authorized by Congress. 

It is, we believe, true, as the court says, that 
there was some basis in evidence for the com- 
mission’s decision in favor of the Idaho Power 
plan; though the basis was not good and there 
was not much of it. We can also agree that the 
decision was not devoid of reason, but with the 
same reservation—that the reason was not com- 
pelling. There ought to be some better rule in 
law for ruling out an incomprehensive plan 
other than that it is completely senseless. 

In the formulation of objective standards to 
define “comprehensive. plan,” Congress could 
well consider the appeals court’s point, more pi- 
quantly expressed in the political adage, “You 
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can't beat something with nothing.” Must an 
incomprehensive plan be ruled comprehensive 
because no more comprehensive plan is in im- 
mediate prospect? Such a philosophy could fore- 
close forever many opportunities for optimum 
resource development. It could saddle on the 
country sorry second-bests that would have to be 
lived with for a very long future. 

The United States expects to be a going con- 
cern for a long time. Does it have to accept the 
kind of haste that makes waste? We think not. 
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If 1 Go Down... ? 


Potentially the most significant testimony 
presented to the Senate Banking Committee in 
its investigation of the financial scandals in 
Illinois is one sentence from State Treasurer 
Warren Wright. . 

Mr. Wright told the Senate committee that 
a few days before thé $1,300,000 lootings be- 
came full public | , Orville E. Hodge, 
then State Auditor and a member of “the Strat- 
ton team,” sald to him:  _.

the obvious question is: Why did he say what 
he said? 

The toll road reference could only have been 
to the $415,000,000 toll road bond issue pro- 
gram hustled through the Legislature by the 
Stratton Administration notwithstanding the 
rapid approach of President Eisenhower's un- 
precedentedly large federal road building pro- 
gram. 

What if anything does Orville Hodge, now 
Convict No. 25,303 at Menard prison, ‘know 
about “the toll roads,” that led him to say that 
if he went down, the whole Stratton team 
“will go down with me’’? 

Does Hodge know anything about the distri- 
bution of the $8,000,000 promoters’ fees that the 
people of Illinois ought to know? 

Does Hodge know why Evan Howell gave up a 
lifetime seat on the federal bench in Washing- 
ton to be chairman of the Illinois Toll Road 
Commission at less pay for only a few months? 


Does Hodge know the answers to other ques- 
tions about this costly, controversial, highly 
dubious Stratton toll road program that many 
citizens of Illinois have been asking themselves? 


Gov. Stratton told Senator Fulbright, chair- 
man of the committee, that he resented any sug- 
gestion that there had been “a deal” with Hodge. 
Yet shortly before Hodge resigned his office, 
withdrew as a candidate and quit as a delegate 
to the G.O.P. national convention he told the 
State Treasurer what would happen to the 
others on “the team” if he went down. 


This bombshell. testimony blows open the IIli- 
nois scandals all over again. Can it be that “the 
Stratton team” is going before the _ voters, 
Nov. 6, and ask re-election without first giving 
full accounting? To do so would be to misjudge 
the capacity of the people of Illinois to take 
their retribution at the polls.

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The Russian-Japanese Pact 

Japanese Premier Hatoyama has learned that 
a visit to Moscow can be somewhat less happy 
than advertised by Khrushchev & Bulganin, 
but he is taking home an end-of-war declaration 
signed after 16 months of bargaining. 

This is not a formal treaty of peace, but it 
does assume that such a pact will be concluded. 
It provides for resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions “in the spirit of the United Nations” and 
carries the promise of Russian support for Ja- 
pan’s admission to that international body. 


The agreement also provides for most-favored- 
nation status, but leaves the details of trade 
relations to further negotiation. Russia re- 
nounces reparations—easy enough since the two 
nations did not really come to grips in World 
Was IJ. And Moscow promises the return of all 
Japanése prisoners of war that can be found. 


On the point on which Japan put most stress, 
the return of territory taken over by Russia at 
the war’s end, Hatoyama has the assurance that 
the islands of Habomate and Shikotan will be 
turned over after the conclusion of a formal 
treaty. 

While this is less than the Japanese hoped 
for, it may be acceptable under the circum- 
stances—if there is no undue delay in reaching 
agreement on the trade and peace treaties. For 
all practical purposes, it does end a state of 
war which has continued for 11 years. Under 
great pressure to export the products of its 
industries, Japan may feel that one more mar- 
ket has been opened. 

Yet.what this may mean for Japan probably 
will depend more on Russian policy than on 
Russian needs. The Kremlin has shown that 
it is ready to order anything from Icelandic 
fish to British machinery if it sees a political 
advantage in the commerce. The trouble, of 
course, is that such orders can be turned off 
as quickly as they can be turned on. 

Japan’s best hope is that something more 
firm may be evolved in further negotiations 
and that there really is a trend in the Krem- 
lin toward more normal international rela- 
tions. But in a divided world imperfect ac- 
cords must be accepted as the stepping-stones 
of hope. Partial agreement is some advance 
over complete obduracy. 
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Speaking of Nuisances 

A St. Louis School Board committee headed 
by the indefatigable Mrs. Irma H. Friede is 
enthusiastically engaged in clearing out the 
dead wood in the Board’s rules. * 

Scheduled for the janitor’s ash can are such 
“nuisance” provisions, as Mrs. Friede describes 
them, as those specifically prohibiting Board 
members from using school property, employes 
or funds for private purposes. 

These provisions are nuisances, all right, and 
inconvenient, too. And maybe they are unneces- 
sary as well, School Board members being 
universally acknowledged as pillars of the com- 
munity and far above that sort of thing. 

But quite apart from the fact that a previous 
Board put the rules on the books for what it 
considered good and sufficient cause, the ques- 
tion arises: Unnecessary or not, what is the 
harm in rgtaining the regulations? And that 
suggests another: Surely Mrs. Friede and her 
colleagues have far more important: things to 
do than rig the rules. Or have they?

St. Louis school system's success with immediate integration is 
answer to Southern Congressmen’s ‘loaded’ inquiry into Wash- 
ington, D.C., schools; they looked for racial differences; St. 
Louis found differences were social, economic— not racial.

A study of the successful integra- 
tion of St. Louis public schools rein- 
forces the position of District school 
officials that prompt integration re- 
sults in a minimum of difficulty. 


During the recent congressional in- 
vestigation of the District school sys- 
tem, the pro-segregation subcommittee 
made much ado about the “haste” 
with which the District integrated its 
schools. 


Yet the District's 
similar to that of St. Louis, 
rated an “A” in a 
Time magazine 
study of desegrega- 
tion progress. Nine- 
ty-three per cent of 
St. Louis’ teachers 
and students, polled 
in a survey, agreed 
with this rating. 

“The St. Louis 
Story: A Study of 
Desegregation” is 
told in a new Free- 
dom pamphlet pub- 
lished by the Anti- 
Defamation League 
of B’nai B'rith, It 
was authored by 
Bonita H. Valien, associate professor of 
social science at Fisk University. 

While the District School Board acted 
to desegregate the schools in less than 
two weeks after the Supreme Court 
decision, the St. Louis School Board 
acted exactly one month afterward.

Three Steps to Integration 


Their three-step plan to integrate be- 
gan in September, 1954, and was com- 
pleted by September, 1955, as the 
District’s plan was. 

“A review of experiences in other

tion of overt resistance or controversy 
and gains general community accept- 
ance in less time than does a long 
drawn-out process.” 

As was testified to by District school 
officials, St. Louis educators found that 
any cultural differences among the chil- 
dren had their basis*in socio-economic 
conditions, not racial ones. Children 
of similar backgrounds tended to act 
alike. 

“There has been no lowering of 
academic standards,” the study states. 
“Among Negro students there were the 
superior, average and below average, 
as was the case with white students. 


A Challenge to Hard Work 


“While the teachers admit that de- 
segregation has brought no new prob- 
lems, the old problems have been 
intensified with this greater spread in 
abilities . . . Inequities inherent in a 
dual education system and a segre- 
gated society have been brought into 
sharper focus with desegregation.” 


The study quotes the research find- 
ings of psychologist Kenneth Clark who 
found there is no evidence to show that 
the academic handicap resulting from 
segregated education is a permanent 
one. 


Furthermore,. Clark found no evi- 
dence to support the belief “that while 
the Negro child is overcoming the 
handicap of an inferior education that 
the whole child is disadvantaged. 

“Actually, it has been observed that 
white students who had more or less 
taken for granted the basic inferiority 
of the Negro student have been chal- 
lenged to work harder once they ob- 
served that the Negro group is no more 
homogeneous in their intellectual abili- 
ties than any other group,” the pam- 
phiet states. 

After having shared classrooms with 
Negroes, 92 per cent of the white St. 
Louis high school students, rating the 
relative ability of Negro and white stu- 


dents, concluded that they are the 
same—"“average.” 


During Washington's school hearings, 
the Southern Congressman hammered 
away at the white population shift to 
the suburbs, implying that the move- 
ment was the aftermath to integration. 


St. Louis, like most metropolitan 
areas, has experienced this same flight 
to the suburbs, but it started long be- 
fore integration. 


In the decade of 1930-40 and again 
in 1940-50, the city’s white population 
showed a loss and the Negro population 
showed striking increases. Between 1950- 
56, the city’s population showed an 
over-all decrease, but the surrounding 
metropolitan area showed an increase 
of 227,000. 


‘The City Was Ready for It’ 


As has happened here, the middle- 
class white families, as they improve 
their economic status, moved to the 
suburbs. The poorer in-migrating labor- 
ing class,.a large part of which is Negro, 
then filled up the old housing vacated 
by the whites. 

St. Louis, like the District, then ex- 
perienced increasing pressure to turn 
over white schools and play areas to 
the expanding Negro population. While 
tensions mounted over this, much was 
being done to prepare the city for 
integration. 


The Catholic schools desegregated in 
1947, proving that “integration can and 
did work.” Community leaders gave 
strong support to intergroup workshops 
for adults and students. All responsible 
community organizations, plus the 
press, the church and law enforcement 
officials, gave positive support to in- 
tegration. By the time the St. Louis 
School Board took its firm action, the 
city was ready for it. 


The study points up one problem 
which was aired at the Hill hearings. 
Integration has caused curtailment of 
some school social activities. 


Time to Talk About Students 


In St. ‘Louis, some white students 
have blamed the Negro students for 
curtailing their fun. 


“This suggests an immediate need 
for teachers and school officials to 
point out to white students that the 
restrictions on social affairs are not 
caused by Negroes but by a community 
which is still to achieve the ideal of 
complete democratic participation,” the 
study noted. 

On the whole, however, St. Louis 
educators agree that “no more problems 
have arisen than have been found in 
segregated groups.” 

“Simply because we have the two 
races together,” coi.:.ented one teacher, 


“there is a tendency to assign racial. 


significance to problems which are 
simply problems. 

“This is to be expected, I would 
think, at least until people stop talking 
so much about race and integration, 
and start talking about students and 
education.”

Like the central figure of her books, 
Angela Thirkel is a well-known lady 
novelist whose works are assured best- 
sellers, although, “I keep on rewriting 
the same book.” A deft touch and af- 
fectionate irony are the chief character- 
istics of Mrs. Thirkell’s writing. She 
never presumes to probe the minds of 
her characters, who exemplify the re- 
serve and good breeding of the English 
upper classes. To them, “psychiatry” 
is a slightly indecent word. 

“That talented lady” Mrs. Morland 
and her friends, members of Barsetshire 
county society, 
seem impossibly 
prewar in their in- 
Ssularity when first 
encountered in the 
drawing room. At 
the tea table, lad- 
en with strawberry 
jam and cook's spe- 
cial cakes, we are 
bewildered by the 
vague non sequi- 
turs of their con- 
versation, full of 
references to the 
family history of 
neighbors yet un- 
known to us. Grad- 
ually we realize their behavior is in the 
true spirit of English hospitality. We 
have been accepted as friends, i.e., peo- 
ple of the right sort, for whom explana- 
tions would be superfluous and efforts 
to impress by brilliant conversation, 
terribly bad form. Even the perfectly 
dreadful weather somehow helps to con- 
vey the typically English assurance that 
all is well with the people who matter. 

The servants, headed by Mrs. Mor- 
land’s tyrannical cook, rule their respec- 
tive roosts and teach their awed ap- 
prentices that life’s noblest vocation is 
“to serve in a good household.” The 
village gossips about the manor house 
and is united in respect for “a lady who 
is a lady.” Miss Merriman, for 30 years 
a self-effacing source of strength as a 
gentlewoman’s companion, accepts ‘re- 
tirement and a lonely old age. Sudden- 
ly dear Mr. Choyce, the vicar, teaches 
her it is never too late to find romance. 

As we drift from one conversation to 
another, life seems bounded by church, 
the Old Boys’ cricket match, and friend- 
ly but formal luncheon parties. Yet 
Mrs. Thirkell’s deceptively superficial 
descriptions show us symbolically stable 
Characters, people who keep their in- 
tegrity in a rapidly changing world.

Cook about 
10 minutes until well blended 
and hot. Serve on bed of cooked 
noodles

minced parsley. Yield: four to 
six servings.

_ One quart milk, one medium 


‘onion, thinly sliced; two tea- 


spoons salt, one 4-ounce can 
sliced mushrooms, two cups el- 
bow macaroni (eight ounces);

Comment on 
Campaign in 
Minnesota 


By E’eanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 
W: HAD some rather good 
campaign meetings in 
Cleveland. A Democratic 
rally was held at 4 p.m. follow- 
ing a lunch, with a reception 
after the rally. 

Then we proceeded to Minne- 
apolis, Minn. There I tried to 
help the Democrats get a little 
publicity by seeing a reporter 
as soon as our plane landed. 
Strange as it may seem, the 
Democrats do not think they 
are getting equal publicity with 
the Republicans in the news- 
papers. But I am not sure that 
my giving a single reporter an 
interview at a late hour of the 
night was vat valuable pub- 
licity for the party. 

At 8:30 the next morning, 
however, we had a press con- 
ference that I think helped the 
Democrats a little, and at 9 
o’cleok we had breakfast with 
a large group, mostly women 
but including a fetw men. Then 
we started on a day of barn- 
storming by automobile. 

* 


THERE IS one thing I no- 
ticed, however, in driving 
through the Minnesota country- 
side that bothers me greatly. 
There has been no encourage- 
ment on the part of the Federal 
Government to induce the farm- 
er to preserve his woodlots and 
borders of trees along his fields. 
As a result, they have prac- 
tically died out. 

When I remember that even 
in areas with as much water as 
in Minnesota, the topsoil can 
blow off where there are no 
trees to break the wind and that 
the water table can sink if you 
cut down trees, I have a feeling 
that the Federal Government 
has not done a good conserva- 
tion job in this area. 

The state has been trying to 
do a little but does not have 
sufficient funds.

OUR TOUR took us through 
Republican territory, but those 
with me were delighted with 
the size of our audiences.' We 
had a big luncheon at Mankato 
Teacher's College. 

We stopped and spoke at sev- 
eral small places, had a big 
afternoon rally, and at Albert 
Lea in the evening attended a 
dinner of some 500 or 600 peo- 
ple, about evenly distributed 
between farmers and city resi- 
dents.

However, many 
of us are not aware that main- 
taining a healthful environment 
for living, working and playing 
is an.important. part of the 
Health Division’s job.

ST. LOUISANS, because of 
the Restaurant Grading ordi- 
nance passed in 1946, can be 
sure of the sanitary status of a 
restaurant of their choice just 
by glancing at the grade sticker 
on the door. Yet this assurance 
that we automatically accept 
means that approximately 25.,- 
000 restaurant inspections are 
made each year by persons 
trained in sanitary science to 
protect food from contamina- 
tion. 

Milk comes to St. Louis from 
over 3800 farms. Clean farms 
and healthy cattle, adequate re- 
frigeration to prevent bacteria 
from growing, properly super- 
vised bottling plants, pasteuri- 
zation—all are necessary in 
assuring a safe and clean milk 

supply. The Health Division 
has a staff of milk sanitarians 
who supervise the production 
and delivery of all milk to St. 
Louis City, They also inspect 
all dairy plants in St. Louis for 
compliance with standard proc- 
essing procedures, such as pas- 
teurization and bottling among 
many others. 
* - * 

OTHER public health engi+ 
neers and sanitarians devote 
their efforts to “community 
housekeeping.” They know that 
poorly kept homes and yards, 
and improper disposal of gar- 
bage and rubbish, can endanger 


. the health of the whole com- 


munity by providing food and 
breeding places for rats, flies, 
mosquitoes and othe pests that 
harbor and transmit such dis- 
eases as rat bite fever, infec- 
tious jaundice and malaria, 
among others. 

There are problems to meet 
that arise from the nature of in- 
dustrial environment. Problems 
such as control of toxic fumes, 
dusts, poor lighting, noise, ex- 
cessive temperatures, over-
